For  students  who  would  like  to  feel 
safer  and  better  able  to  defend  them- 
selves against  attack,  Fitchburg  State 
College  is  presenting  a  program  on 
Rape  Aggression  Defense  for  women. 
This  free  new  program,  sponsored  by 
Campus  Police,  the  Office  of  Campus 
Living  and  Student  Affairs,  is  being 
offered  from  6  to  10  p.m.  on  Nov.  8,  10, 
15  and  17.  in  the  McKay  gym. 

The  four-session  program  is  led  by 
Sgt.  Mike  Marcil  from  Campus  Police 
and  Julie  Robbins  from  Campus 
Living,   both   of  whom  are   certified 


RAD  instructors. 

The  first  session  is  designed  as  an 
informational  meeting,  in  which  the 
participating  women  are  introduced  to 
different  techniques  on  how  to  feel  safe, 
stay  safe,  and  defend  themselves. 

Vocalizing  is  a  very  important  part  of 


self-defense,  participants  in  the  first 
session  are  told;  yelling  (rather  than 
screaming)  can  show  an  assailant  how 
powerful  the  intended  victim  really  is. 

After  this  introduction,  it's  workout 
time  and  the  next  three  meetings  will  be 
quite  physical. 

By  practicing  different  self-defense 
techniques  in  the  McKay  gym,  students 
can  feel  safer,  more  empowered,  ready 
to  confront  any  attacker. 

The  last  session  will  offer  the  chance 
to  work  through  a  simulation  attack  and 
beat  up  Sgt.  Marcil,  who  will  be  all 
packed  up  in  a  protective  suit  for  the 
occasion. 

The  program  has  already  been  held 
once  before  on  campus. 

Students  who  would  like  to  partic- 
pate,  but  missed  the  Nov.  8  session,  are 
urged  to  attend  the  Nov.  10,  15  and  17

Campus  Police  promote  buddy  system 

The  'adopt  a  cop' pro- 
gram allows  students  and 
campus  police  to  interact 
in  a  more  casual  manner.

Campus  Police  officers  at  Fitchburg 
State  College  are  making  a  real  effort  to 
get  to  know  the  students  better.  In  fact, 
the  Campus  Police  Department  has  ini- 
tiated an  "adopt-a-cop"  outreach  pro- 
gram that  has  1 3  officers  committed  to 
personally  contacting  650  freshman 
and  transfer  students,  according  to  FSC 
Campus  Police  Officer  Bill  Mayrose. 

In  a  recent  discussion  with  the  jour- 
nalism class  at  FSC,  Mayrose  said  his 
department  has  received  a  list  of  the 
650  new  incoming  students  from  the 
Admissions  Office.  "Each  officer  must 
make  personal  contact  with  50  students, 
give  them  some  flyers  about  our  depart- 
ment; and  just  allow  them  to  have  a  per- 
sonal contact  with  the  department  so 
that  if  they  have  a  question  or  issue  and

just   don't   feel   comfortable   asking 
someone,  in  general  they  can  go  to  their

Campus  Police  make  connection 
with  new  students  at  FSC

by  mail  or  by  phone,  or  an  officer  might 
drop  by  the  residence  hall  and  leave  a 
message  containing  the  officer's  name 
and  information.  Mayrose  said. 

Carolyn  Reidy-Ruberti.  administra- 
tive assistant  to  Campus  Police  Chief 
Brian  McCullough.  said  that  contact  is 
made  in  an  unobtrusive  manner.  "This 
is  not  a  watchdog  program,"  Reidy- 
Ruberti  said  in  a  recent  interview.  "Its 
the  exact  opposite:  we're  here  to  help 
and  make  sure  students  know  who  we 
are." 

"Adopt-a-cop"  programs  are  fairly 
new  to  college  campuses,  Reidy- 
Ruberti  said.  "Chief  McCullough  had 
heard  of  these  types  of  programs  before 
and  was  interested  in  developing  a  sim- 
ilar program  at  FSC."  she  said. 

The  final  motivation  came  when  he 
read  the  article  "Hello  to  Arms"  in  the 
March  1999  issue  of  College  Planning 
and  Management,  she  said.  The  article 
contains  an  interview  with  the  chief  of 
Campus  Police  at  the  State  University 
of  New  York  at  Binghamton.  where 
such  an  outreach  program  was  already 
in  place.  The  results  of  this  program 


were  encouraging,  the  article  reported, 
and  the  SUNY  Binghamton  Campus 
Police  chief  was  quoted  as  saying  the 
program  "built  confidence  in  our  offi- 
cers and  breaks  down  preconceived 
notions  (that)  we're  here  to  just  bust 
people  and  give  them  a  hard  time." 

After  reading  the  article. 
McCullough  decided  that  such  a  pro- 
gram would  fit  in  well  with  his  own 
department's  approach  to  community 
policing.  Reidy-Ruberti  said. 

Officer  Mayrose  said,  "Community 
policing  is  not  a  new  concept  to 
Fitchburg  State  College.  They  have 
been  implementing  this  approach  long 
before  the  term  (community  policing) 
became  popular  in  the  1990s." 

While  city  and  town  police  depart- 
ments practice  law  enforcement  that's 
driven  by  "reaction  response."  FSC's 
Campus  Police  department  takes  a  dif- 
ferent approach.  Mayrose  said.  "We 
regulate  behavior,"  he  said.  "We  are 
not  so  much  a  response  department, 
(we  are)  more  of  a  proactive  depart- 
ment. This  department  is  very  interest- 
ed in  getting  involved."

After  500  years,  the  question  "Who 
was  Joan  of  Arc?"  has  not  been  fully 
answered.

A  mental  kick  in  the  crotch  is  deliv- 
ered to  audiences  watching  Brad  Pitt 
educate  Edward  Norton  ("The  People 
vs.  Larry  Flint")  in  the  how-to  world  of 
bare-knuckles  fighting  known  as 
"Fight  Club."  This  movie  pushes  the 
boundaries  of  violence  and  sex,  follow- 
ing in  the  footsteps  of  films  such  as 
"Natural  Born  Killers,"  "Pulp  Fiction," 
and  "Jane  Austin's  Mafia"  (well  okay, 
not  that  one). 

"How  much  can  you  know  about 
yourself  if  you've  never  been  in  a 
fight?"  This  is  a  serious  question  asked 
by  Brad  Pitt  of  Edward  Norton. 

Based  on  the  debut  novel  by  recent 
University  of  Oregon  graduate  Chuck 
Palanhiuk,  this  movie  is  about  a  con- 
fused young  man  living  in  the  not-too- 
distant  future.  Looking  to  bond  with 
anyone,  Jack  (Norton)  visits  cancer  and 
disease  support  groups  pretending  to  be 
terminally  ill. 

As  Jack  grows  tired  of  his  white  col- 
lar, white-bread  existence  he  is 
befriended  by  a  devious  character 
named  Tyler  Durden  (Pitt)  who  intro- 
duces him  to  a  whole  new  world  of 


stress-relief  techniques:  beating  the 
crap  out  of  one  another.  As  the  club 
grows  in  popularity  Durden  becomes  a 
cult  hero  and  a  messiah  for  a  dead  gen- 
eration. 

A  side  story  to  the  rise  and  times  of 
Durden  is  that  our  nameless  narrator 
(Jack/Norton)  gets  mixed  up  in  a  love 
triangle  with  Tyler  and  a  girl  named 
Maria  who  has  a  never-ending  supply 
of  ex- boyfriends. 

As  the  movie  progresses  down  the 
strange  path  that  it  takes,  the  darkness 
of  "Fight  Club"  becomes  more  preva- 
lent. This  movie  uses  lots  of  violence, 
but  the  use  is  honest.    We  don't  have 


any  heroes  with  bullet-ridden  bodies 
doing  incredible  stunts,  or  big  mega- 
stars  brushing  off  shots  that  would  floor 
a  normal  human.

On  Oct.  15  over  2,000  college  stu- 
dents from  across  the  country  and  the 
globe,  including  four  from  Fitchburg 
State  College,  arrived  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  in  Philadelphia  for  the 
start  of  the  first  Econference  2000.  The 
mayor  of  Philadelphia,  Edward 
Rendell,  opened  the  conference  with  a 
welcome  to  the  students  and  speakers 
saying  that  Philadelphia  was  proud  to 
host  such  a  powerful  event.  Director  of 
organizations  like  Corporate  Watch, 
Ozone  Action,  and  Greenpeace  all 
spoke  about  the  power  that  students 
have  over  the  future  of  the  world  and 
the  environmental  movement.  Ralph 
Nader,  consumer  activist,  honored  by 
Time  magazine  as  one  of  the  100  most 
influential  Americans  of  the  20th  centu- 
ry, spoke  about  the  potential  of  renew- 
able energy  and  how  corporations  need 
to  be  held  responsible  for  their  reckless 
behavior  toward  humanity  and  the 
environment. 

Students  spent  all  Saturday  attend- 
ing workshops  and  panels  on  issues 
from  Tibet  to  teaching  songs  to  chil- 
dren. On  Sunday  the  conference  ended 
with  a  parade  led  by  Wavy  Gravy. 
Before  the  parade  departed  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  Michael 


Moore,  the  film  maker  and  author  who 
uses  his  sense  of  humor  in  exposing 
corporations'  irresponsible  behavior, 
talked  to  students  about  what  to  take 
back  to  their  campuses  then  they  left 
the  conference.  Moore  stressed  that 
anyone  with  just  five  minutes  can  make 
a  difference.

Winnie  then  went  to  him  and  told  him 
how  she  felt,  what  she  had  done,  and 
she  even  told  him  that  she  wanted  to  be 
with  him.  He  got  scared  and  told  her  to 


get  out  of  his  room,  and  that  nothing  in 
this  world  was  going  to  ever  bring  them 
together.  That  really  hurt  Winnie.  She 
had  given  up  so  much:  her  studies,  her 
friends,  her  boyfriend.  She  went  into 
depression  after  that,  drinking  too 
much,  not  going  to  classes.  She  also 
started  using  drugs.  Winnie  thought 
about  forcing  Kent  to  be  with  her,  but 
she  didn't  want  to  hurt  him.  So  one 
day,  she  decided  to  end  it  all,  and  took 
an  overdose  of  her  pills,  plus  alcohol. 

I  had  gone  down  to  get  Stacey  when 
I  saw  Stacey  screaming  and  crying. 
She  called  out  to  me  to  call  911.  I  did, 
and  some  moments  later,  the  ambu- 
lance and  the  police  arrived,  and  took 
Winnie  away. 

I  heard  she  survived,  and  went  to  a 
rehabilitation  clinic.  She  didn't  come 
back  to  school,  and  I  hope  she  doesn't 
run  into  Kent  again.  I  always  wondered 
and  will  forever  be  confused  about 
what  it  was  about  him  that  drove  her

Bears  maul  the  Falcons,  42-14

It  was  a  classic  David  vs.  Goliath 
matchup,  but  without  the  surprise  end- 
ing. The  FSC  Falcons  football  team  vis- 
ited Bridgewater  State  College 
Saturday  in  an  effort  to  stop  the  Bears' 
13-game  winning  streak.  The  Bears' 
winning  streak,  dating  back  to  last  year, 
remained  intact  as  they  soundly  defeat- 
ed the  Falcons  42-14.  In  the  process  the 
Bears,  ranked  23rd  in  the  nation  in 
Division  III  football,  improved  their 
overall  season  record  to  9-0.  6-0  in  the 
New  England  Football  Conference 

Bridewater  State  running  back  Seto 
Berry,  rushing  for  134  yards,  got  the 
Bears  on  the  board  first  with  a  25-yard 
touchdown  run  and  shortly  thereafter 
Bridgewater  State  linebacker  Mike 
Higgins'  45-yard  interception  return  for 
a  touchdown  put  the  Bears  up  14-0. 
Fitchburg  State  quickly  answered  with 
a  5-yard  touchdown  pass  from  quarter- 
back Rich  Boardman  to  Kevin 
Callahan,  cutting  the  Bears'  lead  to 
seven. 

After  Boardman's  touchdown  pass, 
the  Bears  outscored  the  Falcons  28-7, 
including  14  unanswered  points  in  the

fourth  quarter.  Bridgewater  State  quar- 
terback Dan  Maurer  attacked  the 
Falcons'  secondary,  throwing  his  sec- 
ond touchdown  pass  of  the  game,  a  32- 
yard  pass,  to  wide  receiver  Andy 
Macaione,  and  although  Boardman 
countered  with  his  second  touchdown 
of  the  game,  a  16-yarder  to  Kevin 
Carlo,  to  bring  the  Falcons  within  14 
points,  Fitchburg  State  would  not  score 


again. 

Bridgwater  State's  fourth-quarter 
touchdowns  included  Berry's  third  of 
the  game,  as  well  as  a  43-yard  bomb 
from  Bears'  running  back  Shane  Young 
to  Macaione. 

The  Falcons,  now  5-4  on  the  season, 
got  151  rushing  yards  on  41  carries 
from  D'Andra  Freeman.  Going  into 
next     week's    home     game     against 


Western  New  England  College, 
Freeman  only  needs  to  gain  140  yards 
to  break  the  NEFC  record  for  yards 
rushing  in  a  season  (1,734). 

The  Falcons  also  got  strong  perfor- 
mances from  Boardman,  who  in  addi- 
tion to  his  two  touchdowns,  threw  for 
68  yards,  and  Carlo,  who  racked  up  44 
total  yards  from  scrimmage  (21  yards 
rushing/23  yards  receiving).
